1st. Be it enacted by the authority of the MjmicijjJi t, of theViH^ 
of Oshawa, That, from and after the passing of this By , 
be lawful for any person or persons to Exhibit within the him s o h 
Village any wax figures, wild animals, puppet-shows, wire da»cu>g, c, 
riding, or any other idle acts or feats which common showmen,^ 
riders, mountebanks or jugglers usually exhibit, prac tee, or per ’ 
out having first obtained license and permission therefor rom y ■ 
of the Councillors of this Municipality. And that no licence or pe - 
mission shall be granted or allowed in any case unless the propnt 

person or persons in charge of such exhibition shall pa) °' e ^ ° 

Treasurer of the Village, or to his order, a sum not less than J 

lings, nor more than Five Pounj^, lor each and etery time they s 
perform or exhibit; which sum the said Councillors or ..ny t rte 
them shall, and they are hereby authorized and empowered to, fix an 
settle in each particular case as to them shall seem just. 
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2nd. And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that any 
three of said Councillors shall hare full power to grant or refuse a license 
or permission to any person or persons in charge of, or any proprietor or 
propietors of such exhibition to practice or perform within the limits of 
this Village, and to fix the amount to be paid to the Treasurer for each 
and every practice or performance of any such exhibition as aforesaid. 

3rd. And be it enactecTby the authority aforesaid, that if any person 
or persons or proprietors in charge of such exhibition, who shall so perform 
or exhibit without having first paid over to the Treasurer the sum de¬ 
manded, apd obtained license or permission as aforesaid for such perform¬ 
ance or exhibition, shall for every such oflence upon the oath of a credit¬ 
able witness, and due conviction before one of Her Majesty’s Justice' 
of the Peace for the County, forfeit and pay over such sum as the safd 
Justice shall impose, not exceeding five pounds : and iu default of such 
fine and costs not being immediately paid, such Justice shall issue his 
Warrant to distrain the goods and chattels of such offender or proprietor 
whether the owner is known or not, and in the event of sufficient prop¬ 
erty not being found, he or they may be committed to the common goal 
of the County for any time not exceeding one calendar month.

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No. XXXVIII. 

A BY-LAW to Prevent the Erection of Slaughter 
Houses within certain limits, and for other pur¬ 
poses therein mentioned. 

[Passed 9th July, 1856. 

Whereas the erection and using of Slaughter Houses within the 
settled portion of this Village is not only unpleasant and offensive to the 
parsons residing near such Slaughter Houses, hut is also productive of 
disease, and it is necessary and proper that means should be taken to 
prevent in future the erection of Slaughter Houses within the settled 
portions of the Village of Oshawa : 

Be it thereiore enacted by the authority of the Municipality of the 
Village of Osbawa, That from and after the passing of this By-law it 
shall not be lawful for any person or persons to erect, build, construct or 
use any nejv Sjaugliter House, or use any existing old or new building 
as a Slaughter House (except such buildings as are now used for that pur¬ 
pose,) in any place within the limits of this V illage, without the license 
a»d permission of this Council. 

And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that from and 
after the first day of August, next, it shall not be lawful for aDy person 
or persons to continue the use of existing Slaughter Houses now within 
the limits of this Village without the license and permission et this 

Council. 

And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that the owner 
of any existing Slaughter House shall forthwith cleanse and purify the 
same so as to render the same inocuous to persons residing in the vicinity 
thereof, under a penalty not exceeding Five Pounds. 

And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that any per¬ 
son or persons who may hereafter be desirous of erecting any Slaughter 
House or using any building now erected as a Slaughter House shall 
■mk* application to this Council, stating the locality and situation intend- 
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od tor such Slaughter House, and that upon such application this Council 
shall, if they shall think that the erection of a Slaughter House at the 
situation mentioned will not affect the health of any of the inhabitants ol 
tms Village, or an annoyance to any of them, that it shall be lawful' lor 
them by resolution to authorize the Reeve to grant such permission, which 
permission shall express with certainty the locality for which the such 

permission is granted ; and which license shall only continue good for one 
year. 

And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That if my 
person or persons shall after the first day of August next, use any 
Slaughter House as such, or slaughter any animals at any place for which 
they have not a license to use a Slaughter House ; or if any person 
having such license shall keep the same in such a slate as to cause an¬ 
noyance to any of the inhabitants of this Village-or induce disease, such 
person or persons so offending shall, for every such offence, forfeit and 
pay a fme not exceeding Five Pounds.

A BY-LAW to liestrain the running at large of 

ogs, and to provide for their destruction in 
certain instances. 

. , _ [Passed 9th July, 1856. 

V J.creas it is desirable to make provision for Regulating the man¬ 
ner m which dogs shall be allowed to run at large, and for preventing 
ieir running at large at improper times—and for destroying such as may 
be found running at large contrary to law: 

Be it therefore enacted by the authority of the Municipality of the 
\ Hlage of Oshawa, That it shall not be lawful for any person or persons 


to keep and allow to run at large any vicious, or savage, or dangerous 
dog without having the same securely muzzled,and that it shall be law¬ 
ful for any constable or other peace officer to destroy such vicious, savage 
or dangerous dog, so found running at large and unmuzzled, after notice 
shall have been given to the owner or barborer of such dog, requiring 
him to fasten up or muzzle such dog. 

And be it further enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Reeve of 
this Municipality by proclamation, to enjoin the owners of all dogs to 
keep the same fastened up and not to permit them to go at large during 
the time mentioned in such proclamation without having such dogs se¬ 
curely muzzled-. And that it shall be lawful for any constable or other 
peace officer to destroy any dogs found running at large and unmuzzled, 
during the time of such proclamation. 

And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that if any 
person or persons shall permit or suffer his or their dog or dogs, being 
vicious, savage or dangerous animals, to run at large unmuzzled, after 
notice requiring such dog or dogs to be fastened up or muzzled or il 
any person or persons shall permit or suffer his or their dog or dogs to 
run at large, unmuzzled, at any time, (luring the time that such dngs 
shall be required to be fastened up or muzzled by such proclamation as 
aforesaid,—then, and in any such case, such person so offeuding shall be 
subj'ect to a fine not exceeding Five Pounds. 

And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid. That ii the 
owner or barborer of any vicious, savage or dangerous dog shall permit 
such dog to bite or attack any person or persons upon any of the high¬ 
ways, streets, or other public place of this Village, such owner or har- 
borer of such dog so offending shall, over and above the damage done, 
be subject to a fine not exceeding £5. And that it shall be lawful foi 
the Justice, before whom any complaint shall be made, if he shall see fit, 
to order such dog to be destroyed. And that.any person or persons 
being the owner or harborer of such dog, who shall neglect or refuse to 
destroy meb dog, after such order, shall forfeit and pay a fine not ex- 
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ceeding £1, for each sou every day that he shall so neglect or refuse to 
destroy such dog after such order aa aforesaid.

A BY-LAW to Remove the Obstructions now ex¬ 
isting upon Centre and other Streets, in the 
Village of Oshawa. 

[Passed 4th August, 1856. 

Whereas divers obstructions now exist upon that portion of Centre 
•treet, in the Village of Oshawa, lying between King and Athol Streets, 
i the shape of buildings and fences which now project over the boundary 
nes of the said street, so that the same is considerably diminished in 
*idtb,— 

And whereas a large number of rate-payers of this Municipality, 
esidmg on or near Centre Street, have petitioned this Council, praying 
hat those obstructions be removed so that the street can be opened the 
.roper width throughout: 

1st. Be it therefore enacted by the authority of the Municipality of 
he Village of Oshawa, That all obstructions now existing or being within 
he limits of Centre Street, between King and Athol Streets, io the 
tillage of Oshawa, shall be, by the proprietor or proprietors of the ad- 
loining land, removed from off said street, within one month from the 
passing of this By-law ; and that in the event of the owner, proprietor 
or occupant of the real property adjoining such street upon which such 
obstructions are placed, neglecting or refusing to remove such obstruc¬ 
tions, that then it shall be lawful for the overseer of highways of this 
Village to remove the same at the expense of the proprietor or occupant 
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»f the real property opposite to which such obstructions exist. 

2nd. And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That it 
shall not be lawful for the owner or occupier of any real property, or 
any other person, to build, place or erect, upon any street opposite such 
property, or project from such property into any street, any door steps, 
fences, porches, railings, projections, or other obstructions whatsoever. 

3rd. And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That 
the overseer of highways, for the time being, shall be, and is hereby, au¬ 
thorized and empowered from time to time to remove, pull down, dig up 
and carry away, at the expense of the proprietor or occupant of the real 
property opposite such highway, any obstructions which now are or may 
be hereafter placed there as aforesaid. 

4th. And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That it 
shall not be lawful for any person to encumber any of the streets, high¬ 
ways or public places of this Village by placing or leaving thereon any 
animals, waggons, carts, barrels, boxes, wood, lumber, stone, building, 
or other materials or things whatsoever ; and that any person who shall 
xi found guilty of having so encumbered any street, side-walk, or other 
ublic place as aforesaid, shall be subject to a fine not exceeding £5.

A BY-LAW to regulate the Duties of Pound Keep¬ 
er, within this Village, and to Repeal By-Law 
No. 5, now in force, respecting the same. 

[Passed 12th August, 1856. 

lit. Be it enacted by the authority of the Municipal Council of 
tha Village ot Oshawa, That it shall not be lawful for the owner* of 
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any of the following animals to allow them to run at large within this 
Village, viz.: Horses, Mares, Geldings, Bulls, Steers, Oxen, Swine 
Sheep or Geese. 

2nd. And be it further enacted, that any of the foregoing animals 
or geese found running at large, shall be liable to be impounded and the 
owners thereof shall forfeit and pay for each and every animal or goose 
so found running at. large and impounded, over and above all costs and 


poundkeeper's fees, the following:—

3rd. And be it further enacted, that all Cows found running at large 
between the first day ot November and the first day of May, in each 
and every year, shall be liable to be impounded; and the owner or own¬ 
ers thereof shall, for every cow impounded, so found running at large as 
aloresaid, forfeit and pay a fine, over and above all costs and pound- 
keeper's fees, of Five Shillings. 

4th. And be it enacted by the authority aforesaid, that the owner 
or owners of any of the foregoing animals, mentioned in the second 
clause, shall be liable and pay for all damage done by such animals 
whether the fences be lawful or not. 

5th. And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that all 
animals found trespassing over a lawful fence, may be impounded, or 
any animals that shall have been proven to have been in the habit of 
trespassing over or through any fence or gateway-proof of which 
shall be required to be furnished to the pouodkeeper at the time the 
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animal or animals is or are brought to the pound. 

6th And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that the 
poundkeeper shall pay to any person or persons bringing any animals to. 
Pound not allowed to run at large, the following sums

As a remuneration for their trouble in bringing the same to pound ; and 
to retain the amount paid therefor out of the monies received by such 

poundkeeper. 

7th And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that the 
poundkeeper may receive as his fees, on every animal so impounded, as 


follows:—

And the like amount for each and every day he may keep the same un- 
pounded-and for advertising and selling the same, the like amounts. 

8. And be it iurther enacted by the authority aforesaid, that if 
within twenty-four hours after aoy animal or goose shall be impounded 
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lor trespassing, the person impounding the same shall not give to the 
poundkeeper writing his demand for damages, it shall be lawful for 
he poundkeeper to release such animal upon payment of the fine or 
penalty and bis fees. And if within forty-eight hours after any animal 
shall be impounded the claim and costs shall not be paid, the poundkeep¬ 
er shall immediately notify three disinterested persons, resident m the 
Municipality, to appraise the damages (and judge of the lawfulness of 
e fence in case the damages complained of shall have been commit¬ 
ted by an ammal allowed by law to run at large,) which award the ap¬ 
praisers shall g.ve m writing : provided always, that if before the award 
is made, the owner of the animal shall tender for the damages and 
amount equal to what is afterwards awarded,the party claiming extrava¬ 
gant damages shall be liable for all costs incurred after such tender 
And that if within forty-eight hours the animal impounded be not claim¬ 
ed and the lawful charges and damages (if any) paid, the poundkeeper 
shall advertise such animal for sale, and shall affix in at least three dif- 
erent public places, in this Village, printed or written notices of such 
sa e, describing the animal and giving at least fifteen days notice of such 
sale ; and at the time appointed for such sale, proceed to sell the same 
by public auction, unless such animal shall, in the meantime, be redeem¬ 
ed; and, alter deducting the costs and damages, he shall pay the overplus 
to the owner or owners of such animal, on demand. And in case no 
owner should appear and apply for such overplus within one month, after 

such sale, he shall pay the same into the bands of the Treasurer oi the 
village. 

9th. And be it furtner enacted by the authority aforesaid, that all 
horses, oxen and cows impounded for running at large, and upon which 
no claim for damage has been made, shall not be sold under one month 
rom the time of impounding, and all other animals shall be sold after 
seventeen days from the time of impounding the same. 

10th. And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that 
the poundkeeper shall yearly, on the 31st day of December in each and 
every year, make a return of all animals impounded during the year, all 
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monies received and all monies paid; which return shall be in the 
form following ; and shall also pay over to the Treasurer all monies re¬ 
ceived by him belonging to this Municipality.

until the pleasure of the Council shall be known.

And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That 
every I’ound-Keeper before entering upon the duties of his office, shall 
give a Rond with two sufficient securities, with a penalty of Twenty-five 
Pounds upon each, conditioned that the said Pound-Keeper shall and 
will faithfully discharge the duties of his dffice, and shall regularly pay 
over all monies which may come into his hands as Pound-Keeper for 
that purpose. u

9th. No person shall cut, injure or destroy any tree or shrub 
planted for shade or ornament, within this Municipality. 

10th. No person shall wilfully pull down, injure, or deface any 
sign-board, bell-pull or knocker, within this Municipality. 

11th. No person shall draw or write, or inscribe any indecent 
words, figures or pictures, on any building, wall, fence, or other public 
place, within this Municipality. 

12th. No person shall wilfully disturb any religious meeting, or 
make or cause any disturbance in or near any place or places of public 
worship, during the hours ot divine service.

A BY-LAW to make provision for licensing Inns 
and other Houses of Public Entertainment, 
and for regulating the traffic in spirituous and 
other liquors in this Village. 

[Passed August 12th, 1856. 

1st. Be it enacted by the authority of the -Municipal Council of the 

Village of Oshawa, That from and after the passing of this By-Law, no 

person shall keep any Inn, Tavern, or other House of Public Entertaiu- 

tainment, or sell or offer for sale, any Wines, Brandy, or spirituous 

Liquors, Ale or Beer, or other Manufactured or fermented beverage of 

ah intoxicating nature, by retail, within this Municipality, or any 1 empei- 

ance House without first obtaining from the proper authority a license 

1 

for that purpose. 

2nd. The Reeve of this Village shall^ be, and is hereby appointed 
the proper office! laTWSBIligTIo.enses, ^ToTeep Inns, Taverns, Temperance 
Houses and all other Houses of Public Entertainment, and to sell Wines, 
Brandy, and other spirituous liquors, Ale and Beer within this Muni¬ 
cipality. 

3rd. Subject to the restrictions and limitations hereinafter contained, 
licenses may be issued to the following parties, and for the following 
purposes, viz:— 

1. To Shopkeepers, Storekeepers and other persons desirous of 
selling Wines, Brandy, and other spirituous liquors, Ale and Beer, by 
retail, in places other than houses of public entertainment, which license 
shall be called a “ Shop License.” 

2. To persons desirous of keeping a Public Inn, Hotel, or Tav¬ 

ern, and to sell Wines, Brandy, and other spirituous liquors. Ale and 
Beer therein,which said last mentioned license shall be called a “Tavern 
License.” 1 1 

3. To persons desirous of keeping a Saloon, Victualling house or 
Ordinary, where the guests are not furnished with lodgings, and to sell 
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Wines, Brandy, and other spirituous liquors, Ale and Beer therein, which 
said last mentioned license shall be called a “Saioon License.” 

4. To persons desirous of keeping a- Beer Shop or Victualling 
House, or Ordinary,and selling Ale, Beer, and beverages not containiag 
alcohol therein, which shall be called a “ Been License.” 

5. lo persons desirous of keeping a Temperance House which 
shall be called a “ Temperance House License.” 

4th. All licenses issued uilder the authority of this By-Law shall 
be and continue in force from the first day of March, inclusive, till the 
last day of Februcry inclusive in the following year, (unless sooner for¬ 
feited or rendered null and void under the provisions hereinafter contained)

rooms, set apart and appropriated for the exclusive use of travellers, the 
doors of which shall be provided with good locks and tower bolts. And 
also suitable stabling for at least twelve h orses. 

18th. Every person obtaining such “ Tavern License” shall at all 
times whilst the same is in force, observe find keep the following regu¬ 
lations in the premises for which the same may be granted, viz:— 

1. No liquor shall be sold or given to any person on the Sabbath 
day, nor at a later hour than eleven o’clock at night, nor at an earlier 
hour than six o’cloc k in the morning, excepting in the case of travellers, 
or guests at the house ; nor shall any liquor be sold or given under any 
pretence to a person in a state of intoxication or apparent intoxication, 
nor to any person addicted to drunkenness, nor to any person under the 
age of eighteen years. 

2. The bar-room of the house or premises for which such last 
mentioned license shall have been granted shall be kept closed on the 
Sabbath day. 

3. No gambling with cards, dice, or otherwise, shall be allowed on 
any occasion. 

4. No profane swearing, quarreling or fighting, no insulting, abusive, 
obscene or improper language, no immodest, indecent or disloyal songs 
or tales shall be allowed on any pretence whatever. 

5. Every person obtaining such last mentioned license, shall at all 
times, whilst the same is in force, provide proper attendance for guests 
and travellers, and be liable for all baggage and effects of guests and 
travellers placed in his charge.

By-laws numbers 25, 35 and 36, and all other By-laws in 
force, inconsistent with or conflicting with the provisions of this By-law, 
are hereby repealed ; provided always that nothing herein contained 
shall tend to invalidate any licenses heretofore given, but such licenses 
shall be held from henceforth to be under the rules and regulations here¬ 
inbefore contained. 

34th. Any person guilty of any infraction of any of the foregoing 
provisions of this By-law shall, upon conviction thereof before the Reeve 
or any Justice of the Peace, be fined or imprisoned, in the discretion of 
the convicting Justice, provided that no such fine be less than fifty 
shillings nor more than fire pounds, exclusive of costs, nor any such im¬ 
prisonment exceed thirty days. 

35th. Offences against this By-Law shall be tried and disposed of 
iu manner prescribed by the One hundred and eighty r -fifth section of the 
•tatute. 12th Victoria, chapter 81, entitled “ An act to provide by one 
General Law, for the erection of Municipal Corporations, aud the es¬ 
tablishment of Regulations of Police in and foi the several Counties, 
Cities, Towns, Townships aud Villages in Upper Canada.”

^ BY-LAW to prevent Horse-racing. 

[Pas33d August 12th, 1858. 

Wherereas the paceand quietness of this Municipality has beea 
frequently interrupted by Horse-racing and trotting matches, and where- 
M such exhibitions have a tendency to collect together many disorderly 
persons, whence scenes of d,*nkcnness and quarreling frequently occur, 
disgraceful to the village, and very jpnoying to the peaceful anil re¬ 
spectable part of the cominuuity. / 

Ide it therefore enacted, that after the passing 0 f this By-la w, n» 
horse-racing or trotting match or matches shall be allowed within the 
omits of this Municipality, and any,person or persons offending against . 
thu By-Law, by riding or driving any horse or horses in any race or 
trotting match within the limits of this corporate Village, shall for each 
aiuf every offence, be subject to a fine of not less than Thirty Shillings, 
or exceeding Five Pounds, on conviction before any of her Majesty’* 
Justices of the Peace, and be liable to he imprisoned in ihc common 
jaol for a term not exreeding one month.

And be it further enacted, 't hat any person or persons entering or 
otherwise engaging any Horse, Mare or Gelding, to run and compete 
for any subscription, purse, wager or stake, or shall give or lend his of 
their Horse, Marc or Gelding, for the purpose of having the same trot- 
fed, run or raced ; or shall iu any manner lake part or engage in any 
horse-race or trotting match it, this Village, shall forfeit and pay a fine 
of not less than Thirty Shillings, nor more than FivePounds, on convict- 
of the same as aforesaid.

aay Constable forthwith to arrest and take into custody any person or 
persons offending against this By-Law^and forthwith and immediately 
to take and conduct such person or persons before any of Her Majesty's 
Justices of the Peace, to be proceeded with according to the provisions 
of this By-Law ; and that By-Law No. 42 be and the same is hereby 
repealed.
